ECHOES OF T HE HOMES TEAD STRIKE. 

Friek'a Wonld-Bo AmmsIb ladtated by 

the Granil Jury. 

PiTTRBiKf). Sept. 7.— Upon the open- 
ing of the .'seiitcmber term of court here 
Judge Kennedy laid particular stiess on 
the Homestead riot ca.ses. He saiil any 
person who was active in cotintenancing 
or supixjrting tlie unlawful acts was a 
party to the riot, and all others were 
equally guilty who in any way encour- 
aged tne' rioters. It wae the diitv of the 
jury to enforce the laws, uninflneuoed 
by tear or sympathy. 

The grand jury yesterday fnuuil true 
bills a{?ain8t Alexander Bergman, the 
anarchist who attempted to assassinate 
H. C? Frii k. Six indictments were re- 
turned, three for entering a bnihhng 
witli feldiiious intent and one each for 
feli»nio\is shooting, aggravated assault 
and battery ami carrying concealed 
weapons, if <(invicted upon all the 
count» and given the extreme penalty of 
the law, he will undergo an imprison- 
ment of thirty years. 

Aflaii H at llumeMt«^lMl. 

HoMESTE.4t», Pa., Sept. 7.— The state- 
ment that one hnnilred of the Slav 
laborers had returned to work in the 
Homestead mill yesterday is denied by 
both the mill ofticials and the strikers. 

Hugh (J'Donnell, Hugh Ross and 
Burgess AfcLuckie have dropped out of 
sight. No iieison can V>e fonnd in 
Homestead who seeni.s to know where 
the trio of leaders are. The absence < >f 
so many of the leading metnbers of the 
advisory board at this time is l)eing 
commented upon. Were those men on 
the ground, the rank and fito of the 
locked-out workers would be much bet- 
ter pleased. 

It is becoming more apparent every 
day that the majority of the loc^ked-out 
men are becoming restive. During the 
past week they have shown that they 
are not a little exercised over the man- 
ner in which tilings are being conducted 
behind the high fence surrounding the 
Carnegie steel plant. 

Police Prutet'lioii U'illiilrtiwn. 

Pi iTSBt'Rd, Sept. 7. -All of the police 
and detective force, who for many weeks 
have been doing guani duty in tne vic- 
iiiitv of the Caniegie Union mills at 
Twenty-ninth and Thirty-third street 
has been withdrawn. Work is, to all 
ap]>( arauceti, progressing satisfactorily 
and the mill management do not now fear 
any trouble. The claim is made that 
))oth in quality and quantity, tha ontnut 
is equal to that of anytime prior te tha 
strike. 

Ulg strike Averted. 

Nf.wakk, N. J., Sept. 7.— Chancellor 
Mctiill's order dissolving the coal com- 
bine is believed to have averted a big 
strike arising out of two (lis( liarged 
engineers w'lom the Headmg'.s president 
laid ott. When the order brought the 
Reading's control of the Jersey Central 
to an end, the otticials of the latter re- 
emnloyed tltem and the diificulty was 
ended.

New York, Sept. 7. -The (-ituation, 
while scarcely changed as to the'battle 
witli the scMiirge is mateiially altered in 
that the sanitary coinlitio!i:< of tlie Hoax- 
ing cities, as each of the ships may 
called, promises to be a problem far in 
excess of the actual pestilence Itself. 
The fact of the deaths and the new rase^ 
from day to day is a matter of propor- 
tion to i)e expected as the disease runs 

its course. 

The sanitary conditiuns on the iletain- 
fd ships for Ixjth cabin and ste<-rage pas- 
f-engers is one that c alls for tlie most 
careful tiiouglit on the part of Dr. .Jen- 
kins and the city and state health au- 
thorities, who ai<- giving him the most 
comiilete suj)i)(irt. The necessity for the 
d' teiitidTi of so large a numlK'r of peo- 
ple within sncli <-ircumsrribed limits for 
the period indicated in his reply yester- 
day ex|)ressing inteiiliou to comply with 
tlie full terms of the treasury circuiar 
drawn at the -tiggestion of the ]iresident 
i.s jiraisewoniiy in its recognition of the 
sujireme interest and v.-atchtul care of 
the n.itidiial executive, but its results to 
the souls thus detained can not beorer- 

estimated. 

From ni.'irini' jiuint <4' view another 
danger a thie;iteiis, the pilots bringing in 
detained vessels licing as securely ile- 
taiiieil ;is the vu\agcrs theniselvfs. It 
is scari-ely t<i he doubted that as soon ;ik 
the health ofhcer finds that the New 
\i<rk jiilot coiii'iiissioiiers have theii- 
available men locked up in the detaineil 
ships he will see to it that the treasury 
di'liartnient makes a speci;il rule ex- 
empting fi'iiiii (|uar;iiitine regulations 
the Jiilots, nr tlieie will be none of them 
ott' shore to bring In the incoming sliijis, 
with a kiKiw ledge of his wishes and thf 
crowded real's at the boarding station. 
If this action is not taken it is easy to be 
seen that the na-inws will soon be 
choked and local commerce, as well as 
that from across the water, be barred 

fiom passage. 

The Haiiihurg- American company, at 
jiresent tlie jirincipal sufferers from the 
IilagiH'-iiitestcd jiorts, lias a number of 
schemes fur the ainelidiatiiiii uf tho un- 
fortunate pa-^-engers in its cliarge, and 
Dr. Jenkins is now giving several of 
these consi'lei atioii. The particular 
tichenie to be adopted is yet to be decid- 
ed upon ))et ween the health olBcer and 

Agent Cortis.

ous liners. He was taken to StuptotOU 
and locked up for the night. 

The situations on the detained ships is 
similar as to coniiitions amonir the pas- 
sengers in gnod health whether conhned 
on board at the upper station or in the 
infected road-teau sciiith of the hospital 
islands in the lower bay. It had orig- 
inally been .Mr. .Tenkin.s' intention, 
should no cii.^es of sickness develop, to 
release La Bourgogne Thursday night, 
Sejit. 8. and he haM not yet determined 
in view (if Ills official acquiescence with 
with the treasury circular whetb^ he 
will detain the trench liner beyond his 
original inte'ition or not. 

In view of his concert of action with 
the president it is probable that all the 
shiiis having emigrants from infected 
ports which, to an extent may l»e said 
to include th. British Isles, will be de- 
tained for the full twenty daj's unless 
earlier relict upon 8i)ecial investigation 
by r e p r eeentatives of the treasury de- 
partment. 

AN UNDERSTANOiNQ REACHED.

The following 
is a copy of Dr. .lenkins' reply to the 
president's circular: 

Ql'akantixe, Sept o. 
To tha Secretory at the Treasury, Wash- 
ington: 

Dkar Sir— By an order issued Sept. l 
last, signed by tli^ supervising surgeon 
general of the rnited States Bfarine ho<i 
pltal service, Charles Foster, secretary of 
the treasury, and approved by the presi 
dent, it was ordered that no vessel from 
any foreign port carrying immigrants 
ahall be permitted to enter at any port of 
the United States until said vessel shall 
bave undergone -a quarantine of . twenty 
days. And of sucb greater uumbeT'of days 
as may be flxed in each special case by the 
Ktate authorities. 

This oironk; to take effect in Case of ves- 
sels afloat at this date, whloh will be made 
the subject of spseial consideration upon 
line application to the department This 
order is directed to collectors of cuitoms, 
med)oel olBoere of the marine hospital 



service, foreign steamship oomjMnies, staU' 
and local boards of health. This order I 
consider establishing an unvarying rule 
covering the first tweatr days after vessels 
carrying immigrants have reached this 
port, whether such vessel has come from 
an infected port or otherwise, vis.: A 
quarantine detention of twenty days in all 
cHses of vessels carrying immigrants. 

In view of the misconception in certain 
quarters of my posltionitls appropriate for 
me to say that while I have expressed the 
opinion that the order in its breadth as 
made reaches beyond the authority of the 
lederel oflicials, I shall, of courw, take no 
action which would involve a less strict 
quarantine tLan that ordered by the presi- 
dent.

Chicaoo. Sept. 7. — Racing at Oarfleld 
jitirk \esti-rd.iy terminated in a dreaiiful 
tragedy. Three men's lives jiiiid the 
forfeit of the cll'ort to suppress racing 
on the track. James Brown, the mill- 
ionaire horseman, and Officer John 
Powell were killed, and Officer Henry 
McDowell was mortally wounde<l, and 
the surgeon, say he can not recover. 
The triple shdotiiig was a sefpiel to the 
daily raid on the race track. During 
the previous days' raids by the police. 
Drown is i.lh'ged to have saitl that he 
would kill auy policeman who attempt- 
ed to arrest him. 

Yesterday afternoon, while the raid 
w;is in jirogress, it tfowd of ruffians 
gathered on West I'ortieth street just 
outside the race coiu se and began to 
jeer the police. Half a dozen times they 
were driven away, ■md fiually in acme 
way the police were attracted to James 
Brown, who was stationed on the roof 
of tlie .-tidiles !it the e.xtrenie south end 
of the course. Three othcers clamliered 
to the rodl' and Brown, dr.iwing a re- 
volver, warned them off. He was or- 
dered to surrender hut refused, and 
pointing hi-; w»';ipon ;it the ](oliceiiiua 
tiegatl to lia( k to the e(lge of f he roof. 
( Ine (if the I'olii emeu (lied a -hot in tl.e 
air and llKiwii made a wild leap from 
the root hiiiiiing in-ide the grounds. 

Ofliceis .McDdWidl and Powers follow- 
ed in pursuit, and some one of the three, 
su]»i)osedly Brown, tired ii shot. Then 
the l.orsein.'in made a wild dash for lib- 
erty through the south giite. He ran 
a( ross the prairie to I lan ison street, 
near .lanhuss avenue, where a lirick 
building is in iniii -eof cdustriu tion. 
Here ( »ftt( er Powell ovei tddk him and 
reacheil uut <o gras]) him hy the sleeve.

But jK-rhipa the most re- 
markable aubmarine coal mine ia that at 
Nanaimo, on Departure bay, beyond 
Victoria, B. C. This mine is known as 
the Wellington, and its galleries are 
situated 6()0 feet below the surface of 
the ocean, which hoie incloses an archi- 
pelago of islands very similar to the 
Thousand islands at the bead of the St. 
Litirrenoe river. The gslleries of this 
pit, which are contiiitially developing, 
extend at present A length of sis miles 
niidcr the bottom of (he wateiB of the 
Pacific occnii. 

Xearly the whole i)i>i)ulation of the 
town of Xauaimo, amounting to nearly 
1,000, is engaged in the mines of the 
place, the average daily wages per head 
being from twelve to twinty-three ahil- 
lin^rs. Liberal as this payment appears 
to be the cost of living in that inhos- 
pitable reijioii i.s so high that the miners' 
can after all only Just make iMth ends 
meet.
